There can be no question, we think, but that 
the vast tribes of pettifogging lawyers, eternally 
hanging about our courts, are very great obsta- 
cles in the way of a prompt and efficient admi- 
nistration of justice. Many of these are young 
men of small intellectual calibre, who have total-
